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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits argument addressing the 112 
rejection based upon the terminology of "not being in wired communication." Applicant asserts that the specification teach support for this 
terminology, examiner disagrees. The specification provides support for wireless communication but does not provide that the devices are 
"not being in wired communication." If applicant wishes to claim this feature they are able to claim the feature as disclosed in the 
specification, but not as currently written. The claim as currently written differs in scope, which is broader then what is supported by the 
specification. 

Applicant goes on to contest the priority of the prior art by stating that the prior art does not have support for paragraph 1 02, in which the 
prior art disclosed choosing a device to connect to, but examiner disagree. In provisional application 60/243,654 filed on 10/26/00 the prior 
art teaches discovery of devices and a list of devices and providing this list to the Java application. But also inherent (see page 1 0) to the 
use of Bluetooth is the standard and its utilization by the prior art and inherit to the standard discover and utilization of the devices that are 
found. Therefore the examiner is not persuaded and the rejections are maintained. 
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
